True friends know what it is to sacrifice for 
the Other unconditionally - with no concern for self-beneftt. 



If you were to ask me if there is a way of knowing if someone is a 
true friend - or if someone had the capacity to be a true friend - I 
would say this in response: A person who is a true friend loves 
what is good. One of the sure signs of knowing whether or not 
someone loves what is good is in how that person treats others, 
including those who are not the most likable people. Those who speak 
kind words about others, reach out to others, who show 
dignity and respect for others - including to those they 
do not like - are more likely to have the capacity to be 
true friends. Those who are vicious towards 
others, lie and use others - including those they do 
not like - do not desire what is good and do not 
have the capacity for true friendship. 

In paraphrasing an ancient text, remember that a 
true friend is a sturdy shelter, a great treasure 
beyond price. If you find one true friend in life, 
then you have found the greatest of treasures. If 
you find one, then your life has been well-lived.

A season that commenced with a nationalistic flap during a local rivalry game ended in 
championship glory on the ice at Gutterson Fieldhouse for the Mount St. Joseph boys ice 

hockey team. The addition of a trio of Finnish players and the playing of the Finnish 
national anthem before a home game with Rutland High School generated a firestorm of 
letters to the editor and a display of nationalism fitting for the Cold War. 

Later, there was a five-game losing streak, problems with the team's defense, some pet- 
sonnel issues and the fact that the Mounties no-how or no-way could beat either the Hart- 
ford Hurricanes or the Burr and Burton Bulldogs during the regular season. 

But all that was wiped clean from the memory banks with a stunning performance in tl^e 
playoffs. MSJ scored 27 goals, shattering the record of 21 for a four-game playoff series 
set by North Country. Ultimately, the Mounties capped the season and avenged three I 
losses to Burr and Burton with a 6-3 triumph In the title game to claim their first title) 

since 1992. I
